The six - Hyle J Carmichael incumbent 
mayor; Leonard Folmar, incumbent clerk; 
A1 Glinski. treasurer; Terry L Troutt, 
mayoral candidate. Gary Bingamen; clerk 
candidate, and John Lewkowicz, treasurer 
candidate • agreed they would aim at 
development for Romulus 


However, they all aim in a different way 
CARMICHAEL, who has serv^i for the past 
31 , years, sees the need of a “super 
salesman’’ to promote Romulus 
“To get indust ry and commerce in this city, 
we need a man who is willing to promote it/’ 
Carmichael said “I see that man as an in- 
dustrial coordinator planner 
“Of course, we must keep developing 
community services - water and sewer, 


paving, storm drainage and public safety to 
make this city attractive to outside in- 
terests.” 

Troutt said the city must progress even 
faster on community service programs to 
attract belter development 

•*\VE HAVE TO get this city on the move, 
especially on paving and recreation. ’ Troutt 
said “If elected. I will undertake a road 
improvement program, even if the city needs 


a bond issue to do it. to provide roads needed 
by industry 

We also have to develop recreation so 
industry sees that Romulus is a fit place for 
its workers to live ” 

However. Troutt is unwilling to tackle his 
proposals without his council team 
“I’ve told my supporters, ‘If you want me. 
and don’t like my slate, don't vote for me.’ 
because I won’t waste two years of my life,” 


the mayoral hopeful repeated 

CARMICHAEL isn't so absolute on who he 
wants to work with 

“I’ve chosen to run with people who have 
the same goals for the city - people with vision 
to improve Romulus.” he said “But. if all 
weren’t elected. I d hope that any candidate 
running for office is open-minded enough to 
work with the mayor to bring about a better 
Romulus 

Bingamen and Folmar agree the clerk’s 
office is “the important first impression” 
most people have of the city’s leadership,

“As I see it, we need a 
professional man. someone 
hustling for the city of 
Romulus--an industrial 
coordinator to promote our 
community.” 

Butz. 47. agreed:

Coleman. 32. said he is 
committed to carrying out the 
goals of the Troutt team 
which includes the establish- 
ment of recreation programs 
throughout the city, the 
promotion of business and 
industry' and improved public 
safety 

In addition, he proposes to 
“Include blacks in the 
governmental process” and to 
work to “involve youth and 
train them" through the city. 

“But first the city must have 
a workable board-one which 
can discuss things in- 
telligently,” he said

Mrs Lee, 29, said she is 
dedicated to “bringing a more 
responsive government to the 
people of the city.” 

”1 will do my best to help 
people, give answers to them, 
and be available to them 
whenever they are in need.” 
she said 

Martin, 44, said : "I intend to 
bring progress to the com- 
munity for a better taxbase. 

“I’VE SEEN the promise of 
Romulus, but it hasn’t 
developed 

“I think it may develop if we 
can hire a professional and 
qualified administrative staff 
to better plan the com- 
munity’s development.” 

Mrs. McAnally. 46. said she 
is committed to “seeing that 
the people of this community 
have a voice in their govern- 
ment “I am a believer in 
people-power, and intend to 
harness that power for the 
development of Romulus by 
encouraging citizens to 
become involved in com- 
mittees, and commissions for 
the betterment of the com- 
munity.” she said 

OAKLEY, 42, said he hopes 
to “see Romulus grow to the

Both candidates— running 
their own campaigns— boast 
public service dating back to 
Romulus township days, 
something only two of 22 
candidates running on the two 
organized slates can claim 
AND BOTH believe they can 
better serve the citizens of the 
city because of their ex- 
perienced independent stance 
Raspberry, who has served 
as the city’s mayor pro-tern 
during the past 3*2 years— 
having topped the council 
ticket in 1970— intends to “do 
those things which will make 
Romulus a progressive and 


decent community in the 
future” if elected. 

Likewise, Stewart, who was 
one of the first councilmen 
elected in 1970. pledges to 
“give the people better ser- 
vice” if returned to office. 

Raspberry finished seventh 
and Stew-art 10 th in the Aug 7 
primary balloting 
“l OWE NO allegiance to 
any man’s program, and 
therefore, can work with 
anyone who is elected,” 
Stewart said “If elected. I 
intend to call for a 
streamlining of the city, 
especially in the area of a 
master plan, to provide the 
zoning guidance necessary for 
developing this community 
Romulus has as much 
potential as any communitv to 


develop into the best com- 
munity around, but it needs 
strong leadership on the part 
of councilmen, and the ad- 
ministration to develop ” 

Raspberry said the com- 
munity’ has the potential to 
develop “along the lines of a 
Dearborn at a price people 
can pay” so long as the 
councilmen elected Nov. 6 
work “in a positive gradual 
way toward the community’s 
betterment.” 

If elected. Raspberry has 
promised to encourage in- 
dustry to locate in Romulus 
and continue programs such 
as paving, strengthening 
police protection and water 
and sewer line construction 
STEW ARTSEES more needs 
for the city, however, stating 
that senior citizen housing, 
more recreation money and 
professional help in the 
planning and industrial 
developments are a must for

•TRADITIONALLY, a 
pediatrician is a physician 
who cares fro a person from 
birth to age 21" Roundtree 
said. "However, if a teen were 
to go to his peers and say he 
was seeing a pediatrician for 
certain medical problems, he 
would suffer a type of a stigma 
in his society. 

"Adolescents suffer from a 
gross lack of health care— in 
fact they are the one segement 
of society which suffers the 
greatest lack of care in this 
country.” 

Roundtree said adolescents 
suffer a myraid of youthful 
medical problems— ranging 
from veneral disease to drug 
abuse to concerns over their 
sexuality. 

"With the confusion over the 
role of the pediatrician, many 
of these problems are not 
cared for until they reach the 
acute stage.” he added. 
"Sometimes after it is too late 
for the individual ’’ 

BECAUSE OF THE 
problems, and their critical 
nature in adolescent years, a 
new type of specialization— an 
adolescent health care 
physician— has been created. 

However, more knowledge, 
expecially of the adolescent 
mind, is needed to better cope 
with the problems of the 
young 

Workshops, such as those 
funded by HEW and sponsored 
by the Los Angeles Children’s 
Hospital help fill the void. 

"We will be discussing such 
problems as venereal disease, 
drugs, abortion, sexuality and 
social problems— such as 
delinquency and legal 
assistance— during the work- 
shop." he said 

"Hopefully, we’ll be able to 
give doctors in the field more 
insight into the needs of youths 
our age ” 

ROUNDTREE WAS one of 
30 youths invited to submit 
resumes to the screening 
committee of the Los Angeles 
Children’s Hospital con- 
ference committee

No tune-up for schoo/s-just overhaul

LANSING — A small group of Republican 
lawmakers have proposed that the state’s public 
"Schools be given an overhaul, instead of just a 
tune up. 

Their prescription for primary and secondary 
education comes* at a time when legislators ‘are 
wrestling with the immediate problem of getting 
state aid to schools which have been closed by 
teacher strikes. 

Three school districts-Detroit, Inkster and 
Flint Beecher - technically are not supposed to 
receive state aid because their schools were 
closed on the fourth Friday in September. 

STATE SCHOOL aid distribution is based on a 
student count which was to be taken on Sep- 
tember 28. 

The House Republican Task Force on 
Education is asking fellow lawmakers not to 
succumb to the temptation to pass ‘‘patchwork’’ 
legislation to ease Michigan school problems. 

Instead, the eight Republican House members 


ask their colleagues to examine the whole 
structure of education. 

In a report to their fellow Republican 
representatives, the task force stated 

••IT IS VERY evident that schools have been 
rapidly losing credibility in the eyes of the public 
in general and parents in particular.” 

To restore credibility to public education, task 
force members have provided the skeleton of 
plan which provides for more parent in- 
volvement in education and which outlines 
measures to make school more meaningful for 
its students. 

For too long, the task force continues, “we 


have operated under the premise that parents 
shouldn't meddle in school business.” 

We must realize that they do now in a most 
important way with bond issues and millages.” 

The school alone cannot be held accountable 
for what is being done with children, the task 
force report states “Parents must also be held 
responsible for what happens in local schools.” 

THE VEHICLE proposed for getting parents 
in the schools is a School Advisory Council (SAC) 
which would be composed of parents, ad- 
ministrators. teachers and students 
The SAC would participate in: 

—Selection of a principal 


—Development of a budget, program, per- 
sonnel policy and measures to improve the 
quality of education 

—Preparation of the Annual School Progress 
Report 

The Annual Report of School Progress would 
be designed to assist in making each school more 
accountable to the people it serves, according to 
the task force. 

THE REPORT WOULD include population 
data of the school service area, plans for im- 
provement of the school, pupil performance and 
subjective views of school strengths and 


weaknesses, from staff, students and parents. 

The House Republicans also proposed that 
each secondary school establish a job placement 
bureau for its students. 

‘‘It would seem that education has a definite 
responsibility to assist each student in 
developing a marketable skill to provide income 
for their basic needs.” the report continues. 

“We feel the name of the game is jobs,” the 
task force states 

IN ALL ITS deliberations about education, the 
Task Force members said that it must be kept in 
mind that “education is the most important 
function of state government. ”

To the Editor: I guess it is a good thing that our school 
board does not have the same attitude as Concerned Citizen 
i Oct. 17). If they did, where would our “older, more ex- 
perienced, and dedicated teachers” come from? Somebody 
must have hired them because at one time they, too, were 
“young teachers right out of college.” 

Concerned Citizen, there are many people w'ho feel the 
exact opposite of you 

Their attitude is that school systems should retire the older 
teacher because their attitude and teaching procedures are 
not so modern They feel that the younger teachers can 
identify more with the students and threefore keep the 
students on a high learning level. 

I feel it makes no difference what the teachers age or years 
of teaching experience is. As long as that teacher knows his 
material, enjoys children, and is stimulating, he can teach 
my children, any time. 

Yes. granted some of our younger children make mistakes. 
But does this make them bad teachers? 

We all set high goals for ourselves whenever we undertake 
something new. and we make mistakes. But these mistakes 
are learning processes. 

OK— so now' you will argue that this is precisely why we 
need the older more experienced. But your argument still is 
not plausible. 

One example in retort is; haven’t you found that your 
ideals for and methods of raising your first child has differed 
from your later children? Sure they have, some worked and 
some didn’t. But does this make you a bad parent? No — you 
are only human. So are our younger teachers. The list can go 
on and on. alinL 

You say that it is the “young teachers right out of college 
who are so bent on strikes and far “less dedicated to 
teaching.” On what do you base this? 

Have you been in the classroom, attended school board 
meetings, had VBEA representatives in your home for neigh- 
borhood discussions, and spent time with the picketing 
teachers? 

I have and I disagree with you completely. Many of those 
striking teachers are your older, more experienced teachers 
who have many years of experience in the classroom. They 
are striking to improve your schools and your child’s 
classroom situations The strikes are not all for personal 
gain. 

A speaker at a recent PTO meeting said that we would be 
surprised at the sophistication of today’s youth. This is good 
because it shows that they have an ability to see and think for 
themselves. They will not adopt some of the stagnant and 
outmoded attitudes of their elders. 


Failure to vaccinate cause for health alarm 


Editor’s Note: To assist area health officials 
in alerting Western Wayne County residents 
on the importance of vaccinations, the 
following special report and health check list 
box are published by The Enterprise-Roman. 

The Wayne County Medical Society, the 
Wayne County Department of Health, and the 
Detroit Health Department, are urging 
parents during this month to have their 
children vaccinated against a number of 
potentially serious childhood diseases. 

Experts are concerned that the percentage 
of young children who have been vaccinated 
against such diseases as polio and measles is 
dangerously low, posing the potential threat 
of epidemics. 

October, which has been designated as 
"Immunization Action Month,” is part of a 
cooperative national and local effort to in- 
crease the number of young children vac- 
cinated against certain childhood diseases. 

IT WILL SERVE as the kickoff for an in- 
tensive, ongoing campaign aimed at finding 
unvaccinated preschool-age children and 
motivating their parents to seek immediate 
medical attention. A number of public and 
private ’ ealth agencies, voluntary service 


groups, pharmaceutical firms and the Center 
for Disease Control have joined forces to 
carry out the program 
Dr John J Witte, Chief of the Public Health 
Service Immunization Branch, points out that 
only about 60 percent of children one to four 
years of age have been vaccinated against 
measles. This. Dr Witte explains, is not 
enough to assure that epidemics will not 
occur 


The Michigan Department of Public Health 
has reported that about 70 percent of 
Michigan’s pre-schoolers have been vac- 
cinated against measles and only 59 percent 
have received a full series of oral polio 
vaccine 

DR. JANE POLKOWSKI, Medical 
Director. Wayne County Department of 
Health, explains, “This past year Outer 

a 


Wayne County experienced over a 1000 
percent increase in the number of measles 
cases reported as compared to 1972. This 
amount of disease can, and should, be avoided 
by vaccinating our young children.” 

Dr Polkowski stated that only about 50 
percent of the pre-school age children in 
Outer Wayne County have been vaccinated 
against measles, and only 40 percent of these 
children have completed a series of oral polio 


vaccine Therefore, if an epidemic were to 
start, it could spread quickly through this age 
group, with possible devastating results to its 
young victims 

In discussing which vaccinations young 
children should receive. Dr Polkowski gives 
top priority to six diseases — polio, measles, 
German measles (rubella), diphtheria, 
tetanus and pertussis 

According to the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, vaccination for polio should be 
given orally three different times at two- 
month intervals during the first year or so of 
life 

A BOOSTER DOSE is recommended at 
about 18 months of age. and another at about 
four or five years of age In 1955, the year 
polio vaccine was introduced, there were 
30,000 reported cases of the disease in the U S. 
Widespread use of the vaccine caused that 
number to drop below 1.000 in 1961. Last year, 
only 17 cases of polio were reported in this 
country 

A combination vaccine is given for 
diphtheria, tetanus and pertussis. This, too, is 
a three-stage vaccination beginning at about 
two rponths of age Children can be vac- 
cinated against measles and German measles 
with one injection of a combination vaccine or 
as two separate injectioas Youngsters should 
be vaccinated against these two diseases 
shortly after their first birthday 

POLIO, A DISEASE of the central nervous 
system, has struck in a series of epidemics 
over the years, the last during the 1950s, 
laking thousands of lives and leaving 


thousands more permanently paralyzed. 
Measles, which many people regard as a mild 
disease, can cause such serious complications 
as pneumonia, hearing disorders and brain 
damage Before a vaccine was available, 
hundreds of children died each year from 
measles complications. 

German measles, on the other hand, 
usually isn't serious in children, but often 
causes birth defects and deaths when 
contracted by pregnant women. The vaccine 
is recommended for children because they 
are the primary carriers of the disease. 
Diphtheria, which used to be a common cause 
of childhood deaths, attacks the throat and 
nasal passages, developing a membrane that 
obstructs breathing Tetanus, or lockjaw, is 
fatal in about half of the people who get it. It is 
caused by bacteria in contaminated dirt 
getting into wounds Pertussis, or whooping 
cough, is frequently fatal in babies, but less 
serious in older children and adults. 

Dlt. POLKOWSKI SAID all the vaccines 
have been successful in dramatically 
reducing the incidence of disease, but she 
warns that the diseases can be kept under 
control only if enough children are vac- 
cinated She urges parents to check the 
vaccination records for their children, to talk 
With their doctors or a public health depart- 
ment physician, if they have any questions, 
and to make sure their children receive any 
vaccinations they have missed. She recom- 
mended that children be vaccinated as early 
as possible and warned against waiting until 
they are ready for school 

Looking ahead, Dr Polkowski points out 
that the reduction of vaccinations for such 
diseases as polio and measles in children one 
to four years of age is a dangerous trend that, 
unless checked, could lead to serious out- 
breaks of disease 

ALLOWING THE CHILD to remain un- 
vaccinated during the first years of life, she 
concluded, “is a risk no parent should take ” 

The Wayne County Department of Health in 
cooperation with the Wayne County Medical 
Society and the Detroit Health Department 
are encouraging parents and doctors alike to 
update their immunization records during 
October. National Immunization Action 
Month

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Watching salmon becomes 
popular fall spectator 'sport' 


“Salmon watching’— an 
increasingly popular fall 
spectator sport— can be best 
enjoyed in the northwest 
Lower Peninsula where three 
state-operated harvest weirs 
are located. 

Thousands upon thousands 
of coho and Chinook provide a 
sight to weir visitors as the 
fish, migrating upstream to 
spawn and die, are corralled 
into holding ponds 

A trip to the weirs, near 
Honor and Manistee, easily 
can be combined with a fall 
color tour since mid-October 
to early November is usually 
when the facilities are in peak 
operation. 

THE WEIRS, run by the 
Michigan State Department of 
Natural Resou^es (DNR), 
are essential for insuring the 
future of coho and chmooK in 
the Great Lakes-.- Without 
them, thes Pacific transplant 
salmon could not breed in 
large enough numbers to 
meet the demand of Michigan 
fishermen. In addition to 
watching the salmon surge 
upstream, weir visitors can 
observe the egg-taking 
process which guarantees an 
adequate level of coho and 
Chinook reproduction. 

The salmon’s fall migration 
is the final stage of a life cycle 
which, for most Michigan coho 
and chinook. begins in DNR 
hatcheries At age six months 
for chinook and one and 4 
years for coho, the fish are 
released into lakes and 
streams. They then swim out 
into lakes Michigan, Huron 
and Superior where they stay 
until the time comes to swim 
inland and spawn. 

Coho usually are three years 
old when they migrate while 
the Chinook s maturation 
process may take as long as 
five years. 

HERE ARE the sights that 
await visitors at the three 
weirs: 

—Platte River Hatchery— 
Mostly coho swim upstream in 
the Platte and at times 20,000 
of them, so thick they swim in 
layers, jam this facility. A 60- 
foot-wide waterfall blocks the 
coho’s journey and they 
ascend fish ladders into 
holding ponds.

Tail-gating or partying; 
make food safety 'first' 


If fall and brisk weather 
brings out the hostess in your, 
enjoy those after-the-football 
game parties and friendly get- 
together - but don’t neglect the 
food safety measures 
necessary to keep the party 
enjoyable 

"These parties aren't just 
larger family situation," says 
Marilyn Mook. extension 
foods and nutrition specialist 
at Michigan State University. 
"More attention to food safety 
is necessary when you’re 
preparing and serving food to 
a large crowd ” 

For your party to be fun and 


safe. Miss MooK suggests you 
follow a few basic food safety 
rules. 

KEEPI NG HOT foods above 
140 degrees Fahrenheit is 
important to keep harmful 
bacteria from grow ing. Use an 
electric hot tray or chafing 
dish or a similar piece of 
equipment to keep foods hot. 
Serving dishes heated with 
only small candles won't 
provide the needed protection 
"You should never let 
protein foods, such as seafood 
and poultry dishes and cooked 
meats, stand at room tem- 
perature for more than two to 


three hours. ” she cautions 

Cold foods must likewise be 
kept cold, below 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the specialist 
explains. This also keeps 
bacteria from growing 
Seafood, egg. meat and 
poultry dishes, cream pies and 
other dairy- type desserts are 
among the foods that must be 
kept cold 

"Cold foods can't stand at 
room temperature for more 
than two to three hours 
either," Miss Mook says. 
"Serve only what is needed 
and prevent the chance of food 
spoiling."

An area legislator has in- 
troduced a bill creating a five- 
person State Ethics Com- 
mission to prepare and 
disseminate alleged violations 
of the public trust by public 
officials. 

*The bill is based on a 
Common Cause model bill 
with a few changes,” said 
State Rep Gary M Owen <D- 
Van Buren) ‘It provides 
the rules by which 
state officials defined as all 
those elected or appointed who 
earn $12,000 or more per year 
are allowed to serve. 


In the case of a candidate 
for public office, the person 
would have to file a statement 
of economic interest with the 
State Ethics Commission 
within 10 davs or he would net 
have his name on the ballot 
Appointed officials also would 
have to file a statement of 
economic interest with the 
commission within 10 days of 
appointment ” 

In addition, legislators are 
prevented from accepting an 
assignment to a committee 
dealing with matters, other 
than those of some deter- 


mined minimal level, in 
w hich he or his business had a 
financial interest.” Owen 
said No public official would 
be able to use his office or 
position to obtain financial 
gain for himself, his family, of 
his business associates. 

it is my belief that this bill 
w ould aid m restoring the faith 
in public officials that has 
been deteriorating for the past 
several months as a result of 
wrongdoing by some officials. 
Michigan law now contains no 
provision for economic

If you are spotting UFO s in

But now. hope finally is in 
sight for homeow ners who are 
neither plaster jockeys nor 
ldlv rich A multitude of new 
ceiling styles that won't crack, 
chip or peel are available in 
both acoustical and non- 
acoustical styles. 

PREVIOUSLY, TILED 
CEILINGS were reserved 
exclusively for refurbished 
basements and rec rooms. The 
beveled V-groove edges of the 
tiles and the checkerboard 
effect they made on the 
ceilings simply wasn’t what 
most homeowners wanted to 
have in their dining, living or 
even bedrooms. But with the 
advent of new designs tiled 
ceilings are moving out of the 
basement and into the more 
formal rooms 

Because tiles are made of a 
new base material, designers 
can eliminate the old V-groove 
bevels to produce a 90 degree 
square tile edge.

Sometimes they are seen 
hanging or in a series of 
vertical lightposts. 

If there is a handyman 
around the house he can build 
a deacon’s bench for the porch 
— perhaps out of an antique 
bedstead This says welcome, 
is useful and decorative. 

Household items, such as an 
old copper boiler, can be 
cleaned up and used as 
planters. Use a copper cleaner 
and apply a lacquer finish to 
prevent tarnish. These are 
often decorated with ap- 
propriate greens for the 
holidays.

Here's the answer 

'Blowing' insulation is hard work 


By ANDY LANG 

q — My house needs in- 
sulation in two of the outside 
walls I know that 1 can have it 
done by a professional com- 
pany, which blows it behind 
the walls. Is it possible to do it 
mvself tosave the labor costs 0 

A — Yes. it's possible, but 
it’s not an easy job. Since the 
insulation must get behind 
both the wall and the 
sheathing, you have to remove 
the exterior wood, whatever it 
is. then bore large holes in the 
sheathing and drop in the 
loose-fill insulation It’s hard 
work and requires a measure 
of skill to take off and replace 
the siding. If your exterior 


walls are brick or stucco, 
forget it. 

Q — A piece has broken off 
one of the asphalt shingles on 
our roof. 1 don’t know- how it 
happened, since the roof is 
otherwise in good condition. Is 
it necessary to replace the 
entire shingle or can I patch 
it? 

A. — You can patch it. Use 
asphalt roofing cement and 
spread it into the opening. 
Better get to it right away or 
you’ll have a leak soon. 

Q. — I am making a book- 


case out of plywood, but I’m 
not crazy about the looks of 
the edges. What’s the best way 
to cover them? 

A. — You can use any of 
various types of moulding, 
including what is known as 
half round. These can be at- 
tached to the edges with 
finishing nails or, for a neat 
job, with adhesive But 
perhaps the best way is to 
cover the edges with what is 
called tape edging and is sold 
at most lumber yards and 
building supply houses. Some 
hardware stores also carry it.

Carport or garage storage 
should be at least three feet 
deep to hold the largest items 
of outdoor equipment, and can 
be framed easily with two-by- 
four-inch western pine or 
spruce. 

Doors should be sized to 
permit moving large pieces of 


equipment in and then out, 
and in carports especially 
they should have locks. 

In carports where the closet 
is exposed to some rain, the 
floor should be raised on 

blocks to keep out moisture 
and dirt.

To protect roses from the 
low and fluctuating tem- 
peratures of winter, follow 
these steps: 

After the first killing frost 
pile soil at least six inches 
high around the base. (Dig soil 
from another part of the 
garden so you do not inure the 
roots of the rose plants.) 

— Draw' the canes together 
and place a waterproof paper 
cylinder of special rose 
cylinder over each l>jsh. Cut 
the plant tops off even with the 
top of the cylinder. 

— Fill the cylinder with dry 
vermiculite, perlite, ground- 
up corn cobs, soil, or other 
similar material 

— Cover the top of the 
cylinder with polyethylene 
film and anchor it securely. 

- Water thoroughly after 
two heavy freezes unless there 
has been a heavy rain. 

— When the fround is frozen, 
cover rose beds with 
evergreen branches or straw 
Do not uncover them ih the 
spring until the danger of frost 
is past.

The fate of America’s more than 1.300 
missingin-action servicemen in Southeast 
Asia remains a mystery - even to POW Li 
Col Donald Odell. 

Though “preferring” not to render an 
“opinion on their whereabouts or fate, he 
did stress “We saw them bail out. and we saw 
interrogators take them away 

Speaking to a recent combined meeting 
of the Wavne Rotary and chamber of com- 
merce. Odell revealed “At a recent reunion 
of POWs, we learned that the State Depart- 
ment has not given up in their efforts to learn 
the fate of our missing-in-action ser- 
vicemen.” . 

WHEN ADVISED that two Westland 
families “are suffering the agony” of having 


'I shared my experience with you today not as a hero- 
but as a thankful American. Be proud of our great country. 


MIA sons, the colonel repeated “Everything 
is being done to learn what happened to those 
men. but without fanfare 
The two area MIA's are Sgt Gary LaBohn 
and Sgt Refugio Teran 
Odell also reminded the attentive audience 
that if you recall, the returning POWs did 
not return minus legs and arms Those who 
required medical aid never got it. That might 
explain why we still have a large number of 
unaccounted men who served in Southeast 

Asia .” . 

At the POW compound near Hanoi. Odell 


said the initial count of American pilots being 

held at the camp numbered 478. but that when 
freedom came earlier this year — the count 
was down to 342. 

INDER FURTHER questioning on the 
MIA dilemma. Odell stressed. “I’d rather not 
voice an opinion There are a lot of parents 
who still have faith, and I know the meaning 
of faith ” 

Odell was captured by the North Viet- 
namese on Aug 17. 1966 when enemy ground 
fire knocked down his fighter-bomber near 
Hanoi 


The Mount Clemens airman then related 

the horror that was to follow after his capture 
i remember thinking, as darkness ap- 
proached. that this had been the longest day 
of my life.” he said. 

Continuing, in a halting tone, he added: 

When the villagers were beating me. I 
thought of the hvmn You Never Walk Alone 
and I walked through the howling crowd — 
and the pain vanished. 1 found the strength 
and faith to walk knowing God was with 


me 


demonstrations in America, Odell said: “The 
Communists used the demonstrations in 
every way to break our morale and faith in 
America.” 

He also denounced actress Jane Fonda for 
remarks attributed to the “peace” advocate. 

I wouldn't be caught in the same room 
with her.” he said. “Everytime we heard 
about her attacks against our government — 
we got sick inside.” 

Miss Fonda, a frequent visitor to North 
Vietnam, reportedly said that returning 
American POW’s had been coached to speak 
in glowing terms of America and to defend 
their bombing missions.

New swim rule 
to punish 
small schools 

By TOM MOORADIAN 

The rich will get richer, the poor, pooer if a recent 
Michigan High Schoo; Athletic Association swim ruling is put 
into use this season. 

The rule changes the scoring system to award quantity and 
not quality, according to many of the coaches in the area 

Scoring in a six lane pool for individual events will be based 
on six points for first place and 4,3,2, 1,0 for the next five 
places, while the relays will be scored on a 8, 4,3, 2,0 basis in a 
six lane pool 

In schools that have five 
lane pools the scoring will be 
4.2. 1.0 for individual events, 
while relays will be scored 
6,3, l.o. ’Previously the 
scoring was 5,3,1 for all in- 
dividual events and 7-0 for 
relays regardless of pool 
lanes. 

ONE OF THE coaches who 
expressed his dissatifaction 
with the new rule was 
Belleville High s Sam Vicchy 
who felt “the new rule may be 
illegal.” 

“Without consulting with 
the rest of the coaches they 
i MSHSAA) have passed this 
rule," said Vicchy, “and this 
really upsets me. We haven’t 
discussed such a radical rule, a rule that will punish the 
small schools and award the bigger ones.” 

Vicchy said he knew of no other sport where you alter the 
scoring because there is a difference in the field 

"What difference is there in five or six lanes as long as they 
are 25 yards long 0 ’’ he asked. “What is going to happen is 
that the big schools who have numbers will be able to pick up 
the second, third, fourth and fifth places while the smaller 
schools that do not have quantity will be out of luck. 

“Do you realize that a team could possibly take all of the 
first places and still lose the meet because it lack the num- 
bers’’ How would you like to be involved in a meet like that?” 
Vicchy asked 

The 34-year-old Belleville coach has been the swim in- 
structor at the school for the past three years said, “aside 
from that one asinine rule, the new rule book is good ” 

-I REALLY like the new* rule book because it defines the 
rules and there are no loopholes. But the scoring upsets me 
and something will have to be done about it.” 

The MSHAA apparently adopted the rule to force coaches 
to open the doors to more boys who wanted to learn to swim 

i don't know what the reasoning is, but I think we should 
find out,” continued the Belleville mentor. “But you don’t 
have to have more scoring to make a swim meet exciting. All 
you have to do is come to one. 

The preps also will find another rule change this year. 
Instead of the 400 yard freestyle, they’ll be swimming 500. 

Why would MHSAA pass such a scoring system? A1 
Wachtel. Westland John Glenn Coach took a shot at the 
answer. 

“I’m afraid that the people in charge of the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association’s swimming world are coaches of 
larger teams,” Wachtel said. “The new rule defintely will 
make the larger teams stronger and the smaller teams 
weaker and, therefore. I just can’t go along with the new rule.

Stiltner began the 1972 
season as Belleville's No. 1 
signal-caller, but lost it to Van 
Buhler until now. 

ALTHOUGH EMERSON 
claims the three interceptions 
did not hurt his team because 
they did not set up Plymouth 
scores, his attitude wasn’t 
quite the same about the 
Tigers’ three fumbles and pair 
of blocked punts. 

“That killed us* Four 
Plymouth TDs were set up by 
the blocked punts and two of 
the fumbles.” he said 
Prior to the game. Emerson 
declared that none of 
Belleville's remaining op- 
ponents (Plymouth, Allen 
Park and Ypsilanti) “have 
any better personnel than us.”

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND RESTRICT THE 
REMOVAL OF TOP SOIL. EARTH AND SAND. AND 
THE EXCAVATING OF SOIL IN THE TOWNSHIP OF 
VAN BUREN. AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE ISSUANCE 
OF PERMITS THEREFOR IN CERTAIN INSTANCES 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township of Van 
Buren. Wayne County, Michigan: 

Section 1. TITLE This ordinance shall be known and 
cited as “Ordinance No 7-13-65. being the Van Buren 
Township Top Soil and Excavating Ordinance. 

Section 2 PERMIT REQUIRED It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm, corporation or association, exclusive 
of governmental agencies, to remove top soil, earth or 
sand, or to engage in or carry on any excavating 
operations within the Tow nship of Van Buren without first 
having secured a permit therefor issued by the Township 
Board Provided, however, that temporary excavations 
for building construction purposes, pursuant to a duly 
issued building permit under the Township Building Code, 
shall not be deemed to be excavating 

Section 3 APPLICATION FOR PERMIT Applications 
for permits hereunder shall be made in writing to the 
Township Board and shall be filed with the Township 
Clerk Applications shall contain the name and address of 
the applicant, shall be signed by the applicant of his duly 
authorized officer or agent, shall contain a legal 
description of the property upon which the proposed 
operation is to be carried on, and a description of the 
extent and nature of the proposed operation It shall set 
forth the name of the owner or owners of the land 
described therein, and if the applicant is not the owner, 
shall contain or have attached thereto the written consent 
of the owner or owners to the carrying on of the proposed 
operation on said land and authorizing the Township to 
enter upon the land for the purpose of inspection and for 
bringing the land into compliance with the terms of this 
ordinance in the event the applicant shall fail to do so. It 
shall also contain an agreement that the applicant, if 
granted a permit, will comply with all of the provisions of 
this ordinance and of any and all rules and regulations 
adopted by the Township Board pursuant hereto The 
application shall be accompanied by a topographical map 
or survey of the property covered by the application, 
which map or survey shall be prepared by a registered 
civil engineer, and which map or survey shall be 
authenticated by the signature of the engineer preparing 
same 

Section 4. INVESTIGATION OF APPLICATIONS All 
applications shall be referred to the Building Inspector of 
his duly authorized agent, who shall investigate the 
premises described in the application and make 
recommendations to the Township Board as to adequate 
requirements and safeguards to be observed as a con- 
dition of granting such permit. 

Section 5. FEE A fee of $350 00 shall be paid to the 
Township Clerk at the time of filing the application, and a 
receipt issued showing the deposit of said fee Upon the 
issuance of the permit the fee shall be paid into the 
General Fund of the Township. Upon the denial of the 
permit, said fee shall be returned to the applicant less the 
sum of $50.00 as and for the reasonable expenses incurred 
by the Township in the processing of the application 
<d> Within thirty < 30) days after completion of the 
removal of top soil, earth or sand, or any excavating, 
pursuant to a duly issued permit hereunder the applicant 
shall fill the land with suitable material prescribed by 
duly issued permit to an average grade of at least twelve 
1 12) inches above the crown of the lowest road or highway 
adjacent to or abutting said land, and level same so as to 
provide proper drainage suitable for the growing of turf or 
for other land uses permitted under the Township Zoning 
Ordinance in the district in which said land is situated. 
Provided, however, that in no event shall the applicant be 
required to fill the land to an average grade higher than 
that which existed prior to the removal of top soil, earth or 
sand from said land pursuant tc a permit granted 
hereunder, and provided further that in the case of low f - 
lying lands adjoining river or stream beds where it shall 
clearly appear that the lowering of the level of such lands 
will not be injurious to adjacent lands or property or to the 
property from which soil, earth or sand is being removed, 
the Township Board shall have the authority to waive the 
re-filling of said land entirely 

<e) The Township, through its duly authorized agents 
shall have the right to enter upon any land covered by a 
permit issued hereunder, for the purpose of making in- 
spections, and for the purpose of bringing the land into 
compliance with the terms of this ordinance in the event 
the applicant shall fail to do so. 

Section 9 INSPECTION OF PREMISES It shall be the 
duty of the Building Inspector or his duly authorized 
agents to make periodic inspections of all land covering 
which permits have been issued hereunder, and to report 
any violation of the terms hereof to the Township Board 

Section 10. VIOLATIONS DECLARED A NUISANCE 
Any use of land in violation of the terms hereof is hereby 
declared to be a nuisance per se. and upon receipt of a 
report of any such violation, the Township Board shall 
have the right within ten <10> days after giving written 
notice of such violation to the permit holder, and his 
bondsman, either personally or by registered mail, to 
proceed forthwith to abate such nuisance and to charge 
the cost of same to the permit holder and his bondsman In 
the event the permit holder or his bondsman cannot be 
located, the notice provided for herein shall be posted 
upon the land where such nuisance exists 

Section 11 REVOCATION OF PERMIT. Upon the 
expiration of ten U0) days after the giving of notice as 
provided for in Section 10 hereof, the Township Board 
shall have the right to revoke the permit covered by such 
notice, if the holder shall not have remedied the violation 
set forth in the notice within that time 

Section 12. SEVERABILITY If any phrase, clause, 
sentence, paragraph or part of this ordinance shall for any 
reason be adjudged or decreed to be invalid by any court 
of competent jurisdiction, such judgment or decree shall 
not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of this 
ordinance. 

Section 13. CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEALED 
All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed 

Section 14 EFFECTIVE DATE. This Ordinance is

Section 1 The Title and Sections 1, 2. 3, 5, 6. 8. 10 and 11 
of Ordinance No 7-13-65 are hereby amended and Sections 
la.

AN ORDINANCE TO' RESTRICT AND REGULATE 
TOP SOIL SAND AND GRAVEL REMOVAL. TO

Section 1 CITATION. This Ordinance, as amended,

Section la DEFINITION OF PERSON The word 
persons’ or “person" as used in this Ordinance means a 
natural person and also includes corporations, municipal 
corporations, partnerships, and associations of any type 
and their directors, officers and officials existing under or 
authorized to exist under the laws of the State of Michigan 
or of anv other state or anv foreign country.

all removal of top soil, earth, sand or gravel 
Section 5 FEE A fee of $1,000 00 shall be paid to the 
Township Clerk at the time of filing the application, and a 
receipt issued showing the deposit of said fee. Upon the 
issuance of the permit the fee shall be paid into the 
General Fund of the Township. Upon the denial of the 
permit, said fee shall be returned to the applicant less the 
sum of $50 .00 as and for the reasonable expenses incurred 
by the Township in the processing of the application 
Section 6. BOND REQUIRED There shall be filed with 
each application a bond running to the Township of Van 
Buren with good and sufficient sureties acceptable to the

a > No top soil, earth, sand or gravel shall be removed, 
and no excavating shall be carried on within thirty <30) 
feet of any public street or alley, or within thirty < 30 > feet 
of any adjoining private property lime 
ib) Water, snow or ice shall not be permitted to stand or 
accumulate in any excavation 
ic> Any excavation in excess of six <6) feet in depth 
shall be properly fenced with a fence complying with the 
provisions of the Township Zoning Ordinance 
• d) Within thirty <30) days after completion of the 
removal of top soil, earth, sand, or gravel or any ex- 
cavating. pursuant to a duly issued permit hereunder the 
applicant shall fill the land with suitable material 
prescribed by duly issued permit (whichever is higher)

Township Zoning Ordinance in the district in which said 
land is situated: provided, however, that in no event shall 
the applicant be required to fill the land to an average 
grade higher than that which existed prior to the removal 
of top soil, earth or sand from said land pursuant to a 
permit granted hereunder, and provided further that in 
the case of low-lying lands adjoining river or stream beds 
where it shall clearly appear that the lowering of the level 
of such lands will not be injurious to adjacent lands or 
property or to the property from which soil, earth or sand 
is being removed, the Township Board shall have the 
authority to waive there-filling of said land entirely. 

• e» The Township, through its duly authorized agents 
shall have the right to enter upon any land covered by a 
permit issued hereunder, for the purpose of making in- 
spections. and for the purpose of bringing the land into 
compliance with the terms of this Ordinance in the event 
the applicant shall fail to do so 

■ ft The Township, through its duly authorized agent 
shall have the right to fence off. padlock, barricade or 
otherwise seal off any land covered by a permit issued 
hereunder until such land is brought into compliance with 
this Ordinance. 

Section 10 VIOLATION 

• a > Any person violating any provision of this Ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine not exceeding $500.00 or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail not to exceed 90 days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

b* The owner of any premises or any part thereof 
where any activity in violation of this Ordinance shall be 
undertaken or shall exist or any person employed in 
connection with any such premises or any part thereof 
where any activity in violation of this Ordinance shall be 
undertaken or shall exist, and who has assisted knowingly 
in the commission of any such violation shall each be 
guilty of a separate offense and upon conviction thereof 
shall be liable to the fines and imprisonment provided in 
Subsection a» hereof. For purposes of this Subsection 
b>, the term “assisted knowingly" shall be deemed to 
include, although not be limited to. the failure of a land- 
lord owning premises upon which a violation of this 
Ordinance is undertaken or exists w r ho. having been 
notified in writing of such violation, does not proceed to 
evict such violator from such premises 
*c> Each day that a violation is permitted to exist shall 
constitute a separate offense 

di The Ordinance Enforcement of this Township shall 
when the public health or safety so requires, be authorized 
to fence, enclose, barricade or otherwise secure from 
entry by any person any premises where a violation of this 
Ordinance exists. 

e> The rights and remedies provided by such Sub- 
sections iai through )d». all inclusive, of this Section are 
cumulative and are. in addition, to any other remedies 
provided by law 

Section lba ABATEMENT It is the duty of the person 
who creates, causes, allows, suffers or permits the 
existence of a violation of this Ordinance, to abate the 
same The term “abate" or “abatement" shall include 
demolition, removal, repair maintenance, grading, 
reconstruction, replacement and reconditioning of the 
premises or structures, appliances, appurtenances or 
equipment, and it shall also include removal, trans- 
portation. burying, and disposal of sand, gravel or soil 
including screenbelts of trees and fences 
Section 10b ENFORCEMENT The Supervisor and the 
Township Ordinance Enforcement Officer are both 
hereby authorized to enforce this Ordinance The 
Township may seek abatement of a violation and such 
other relief as may be obtained by civil proceedings in 
court. This is in addition to and not in derogation of

Section 11 REVOCATION OF PERMIT Upon receipt 
of a report of any violation of this Ordinance the Tow nship 
Ordinance Officer shall give written notice of such 
violation to the permit holder or holders and the bonds- 
man. either personally or by registered or certified mail 
In the event the permit holder or holders and or the 
bondsman cannot be located, the notice provided for 
herein shall be posted upon the land w here such violation 
occurred. Upon the expiration of such ten • 10) day period 
the Township Ordinance Enforcement Officer shall 
revoke the permit covered by such notice, if the holder or 
holders shall not have remedied the violation set forth in 
the notice within that time 

Section 2 If any phrase, clause, sentence or paragraph 
or part of this Ordinance shall for any reason be adjudged, 
decreed or otherwise found to be invalid by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, such judgment, decree or finding 
shall not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of this 
Ordinance 

Section 3 All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed 
Section 4 This Ordinance is hereby declared to be an 
emergency measure for the health and welfare of the 
people of the Township of Van Buren and shall therefore 
become effective 30 davs from the date of publication
